cruiser No.4 to Cramp & Sons, con- 
tractor’s plans, $1,350,000; cruiser No. 
5 to the Union Iron Works, San Fran- 
cisco, Department’s plans for bull and 
machinery, for $1,428,000, and gun- 


boats Nos, 3and 4 to N. F. Palmer & 
Co., New York, Roach’s assignees, for 
$490,000 each. The bid of the Uniun 
Tron Works, San Franc.sco, was the 
subject of correspondence between 
Secretary Whitney and the President. 
The bid of Cramp & Sons for cruisers 
4 and 5 was $1,410,000; that of the 
Union Iron Works was $1,428,000. 
The Secretary left it tothe President 
to decide whether the bid of the Uniou 
Works is a tair price for the work. In 
response to the letter of the Secretary 
the President made the following re- 


ply:

Prince Ferdinand Greeted by His 
Subjects. 
TrRNOVA,Augusat 15, 
Prince Ferdinand was enthusias- 
tically welcomed on his arrival here 
on Saturday night. Yesterday he at- 
tended a Je Dzum in the Cathedral. 
From the Cathedral, with a brilliant 
military and official escort, he pro- 
ceeded to the hall of the Great So- 
branje. The Sobranje was in session, 
and when the Prince eutered he was 
gre'ted with prolonged cheering. 
Metropolitan delivered an address and 
administered the oath to the Prince, 
who thereupon signed the Constitu- 
tion. M. Hoiloft, the Prime Minister, 
on behalf of the Prince, read a procia- 
mation, saying: **‘We, Ferdinand I, 
by the grace of God and the will of the 
ple, Prince of Bulgaria, announces 
to our well beloved people that we as- 
sume the government of the country. 
We will rule in accordance with the 
constitution with an intent to promote 
its glory, greatness and development. 
We shall always be y to sacrifive 
our life for its happiness.’’ The Prince 
thanked the people for his election 
and the selection of Regents and Min- 
isters, for their safe conduct of affairs 
during the difficult crisis, paying tri- 
bute to the patriotism and bravery of 
the people during the recent events, 
and concluded: “Leng live free and 
independent Bulgaria.’’ 


The Canadian Fisheries. 
HA.Lirax, August 15. 

The unexpected appearance at Hali- 
fax last evening of the British war 
ship Wrangler, gives additional color 
to the report that men-of-war are as- 
sisting the Dominion fishery cruisers 
in the Gulf of St. Lawrence. The 
Wrangler is from the west coast of 
Afrion, and there was no previous an- 
nouncement of her coming. When

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Fruit-Growing ian Nevada. 

Said Mr. Kelly, the well-known 
Renv nurseryman, to a GAZETTE 
reporter this morning: ‘You ask 
what kinds of fruit trees I would 
recommend be pla: ted in this sec- 
tion of Nevada. Well, apple, pear 
and plum, and especially those va- 
rieties that blossom eituer very 
early or very late in the Spring. 
Some trees blossom so early as to 
escape the dangers of the frosts that 
we have nearly every y-ar about 
the 15th of May, but those that 
blossom late cau, as a rule, be de- 
pended on for goodcrops. I keep 
at my nursery peach and cherry 
trees, and sell them to _ per- 
sous who are determined to 
have them, but I never recommend 
patrons to buy them. This is no 
peach nor yng Seong A Several 
years ago Mr. Robert Fulton, the 
former proprietor of the GAZETTE, 
gave me several roots of grape 
vines that were sent to him from 
tbe Agricultural Department at 
Washington. [ planted three of 
them, and they have grown splen- 
didly and alrea‘ly bear fairly good 
crops of grapes every year. I[ have 
set out several hundred cutings of 
them that are —- finely. This 
is about the only grape I have ever

Duke de Castille, was Spanish Em- 
bassador — coer oe Sl ord Figs

sovereign, and in recognition of 
which the former monarch made him 
a present of a chalice of massive 
ld, the handiwork of some artist of 
6 thirteenth or fourteenth century. 
Not only was the material valuable 
and the workmanship wonderful, but 
it was set with precious stones and 
ornamented with two remarkable 
clear enamels representing the 
martyrdom of St. es. Around 
the foot was a Latin inscription re- 
citing the reasons of the royal gift. 
The Embassador was a pious man, 
and when he got back to Spain he had 
the ‘‘saint-ciboire”’ ecemonnef conse- 
crated by the Archbishop of Toledo; 
then he gave it tothe chapel of Santa 
Clara, in the Convent of Medina de 
Pomar, near Burgos. The cup was 
accompanied by a of gift stating 
the conditions on which it was made 
and these were that at no time and 
under no circumstances, even though 
it were with the consent and approval 
of the Pope, should this communion 
cup be sold or even loaned, under 
the penalty of a right arieing, in that 
case, to his heirs to reclaim it from 
the convent along with a lot of other 
valuable presents. Three centuries 
afterwards, that is to say, in Novem- 
ber, 1883, the Baron Picho, a well- 
known French collector of art curios, 
wrote to the Duke de Frias, a de- 
scendent of the Embassador already 
named, that he had purchased in 
Paris, from a Spaniard, an enameled 
saint-ciboire of the fourteenth cen- 
tury; that the vendor had assured 
him ‘that it had once belonged to the 
family tof the Duke, and that as 
some of his friends questioned its au- 
thenticity he would be grateful for 
any information on the subject that 
he might The Duke was 
aware of the existence of the cup, 
also that it had been presented in 
former times to the nuns of Medina 
de Pomar, but he did not know any- 
thing about the condition on which 
it was held. When the Duke com- 
menced tarning over his family pa- 
_ for the pu of ing some 
ocument which would set at rest the 
authenticity of the cup, he tumbled 
on a copy of this old deed of gift, and, 
supposing that the cup must have 
been stolen from the convent, he 
' wrote to the Superior about it. Now 
as a matter of fact, the convent had 
sold the cup through the intermedi- 
ary of the Spaniard, to the French 
Baron, and when the Duke’s letter 
reached the Abbess her first reply 
was evasive... She finally confessed, 
however, that she had made the sale 
through the cpap von? a @ priest, 
but, though the convent received 
the money, she was not aware who 
had purchased the cup or where it 
was. In her’ last letter on the sub- 
ject the Abbess implored the Duke 
not to make any gga of the dis- 
ble affair, if no other rea- 
son, for that of saving the good char- 
- acter which had pe fF been enjoyed 
by the community of Santa Clara de 
edina de Pomar, which had been 
forced to make this sale through an 
absolutely pressing need of money. 
It seems that the convent only got 
1,000 out of the $1,300 which the 
paid for the cup, the rest hav- 
ing been retained by the as 
commission. the cup is to-day 
worth "$40,000, and that no doubt is 
the reason why the Duke has com- 
menced suit to recover possession of 
it. The Baron holds that under all 
‘the circumstances he has a right to its 
ownership, and that the Duke and 
Mother nun will have to settle the 
matter as. best they can.—{New Or- 
leans Picayune. ;
